I donot (peak this to fuggeft the Altera- 
tion, and I acknowledge, the Conveniences 
of that Laware in their Kind very many, 
and very great ; but this at the fame time 
is, the Difafter attends us with it, that this 
~ Honey has its Poifon with it, this beaatiful 
Rofe has its Prickle. This Certainty of the 
Return ef an Eleéion occafions a conftant 
keeping alive innumerable Fa@tions, form- 
ing Parties, keeping up Differences, keep. 
ing on Foot Prejudices and Parties, even 
from Ele@ion to.Ele@ion ; infomuch that it 
is a moft juft. Obfervation at this time, 
that thofe Towns, who choofe no Parlia- 
ment Men, live in much more Peace and 
good Neighbourhood, than otbers that 
choofe ; fince in the latter the contending 
Parties are ever ftragiing, they contend on 
every Occafion, choofing their Parihh-Offi- 
cers, their Recorders, their Magiftrates, 
and every thing that has the leait Face of 
publick Concern ; all runs by Parties, al} 
eye the grand Ble€tion, are found upon 
ae Iatereft, and have that Occafion in 

iew. 


This is a fad Truth, and I could appeal 
for its Confirmation'to a great many Cor- 
porations in this Kingdom, and could il- 
luftrate it with melancholy Examples ; but 
T forbear, becaufe as before, the other Pri- 
vileges of that Bill go a great way to an- 
{wer allthe Inconveniences, and are what 
I would never have parted with. | 

Well, but we have gotten a Whig Parlia- 
ment you.fay, ! do mos fay I fay fo, tbo’ J 
bope it; but fhall I fay a Word or two on 
that Head.
